McGillivray Mine Has 
Big Crew of Men 
At Work 


Well Known Resident 
Receives Sudden Call 


Two Mine Victims 

Buried Last Sunday 


With the removal of the two bo¬ 
dies from No. 3 leyel in the Mc¬ 
Gillivray mine late last Wednesday, 
a thorough examination of the three 
top levels was made on Wednesday 
night and it was found that 
mage had been done by the explo-| 
sion to No. 1,2 and 3 levels, and 
just a few cave-ins on the slope in 
No. 3. About sixty men were em¬ 
ployed on Thursday in making re¬ 
pairs to the slope and this number 
increased Friday and Saturday 
with the result that early this week 
mining operations were resumed in 
the two upper levels, thus giving] 
employment to several hundred 
men. 


Wednesday of this week the re-' 
pairs to the slope had been compi¬ 
led and a full crew will be operat-] 
ing from now on, with this part of' 
the mine in as good a condition as 
it ever was. No. 4 level is com¬ 
pletely sealed off with water from 
the upper levels, and as this por¬ 
tion of the mine was new develop¬ 
ment, very few men were employed 
in this level, most of the coal pro¬ 
duction coming from the levels 
where the men are new at 


The residents of Coleman were 
shocked to hear Wednesday morn-' 
ing, of the sudden passing of Mrs.

Community Relief Fund be¬ 
ing raised for the benefit of the de 
pendants of those who lost their 
lives in the recent mine disaster, is] 
making a healthy growth, and with 
I what has already come to hand and' 
in sight, should easily reach six| 
thousand dollars. It is to be hoped 
that before the fund is finally closed 
the total will exceed ten thousand, 
as anything short of one thousand 
dollars for each of the ten families 
bereaved, is little enough. 

The local miners have decided 
that the 90c a month per man going | 
into the hospital fund, be diverted 
for three months from the hospital 
to the Relief Fund. This will amount 
to $2,000 and will assist materially 
swelling the Community Fund 
It has been decided that two- 
thirds of the money contributed to 
the Relief Fund be set aside 
trust fund for the dependants of the 
ten ipen who lost their lives. This 
is indeed a wise precaution. It is 
unfortunate, however, that the com¬ 
mittee did not go further and ear¬ 
mark at least 90 per cent, of the 
] funds for this purpose. It does not 
|seem fair to those who have lost 
their bread-winners, that one-third 
of the money donated to them should 
be diverted to general relief work. 
This form of relief should be taken 
care of in the usual way out of the 
town treasury and not filched from 
widows and orphans.

Italy Must Control Temper 


Rush Work On H. B. Road 


France Does Not Take Kindly to j 
Attacks on Legations 
Paris.—Italy has tho right to show 
her temper, hut not often nor too 
much. Foreign Minister Briand told 
the chamber of deputies.
